While the settiement of the Rice millions

Royal Family Is Beloved by 
the People, 


HEIR TO THRONE EXPECTED 


NEW KING HAS STIRRED COUN- 
TRY WITH HIS KINDNESS. 


Shows the Greatest Interest in All 
Branches of the Army and All 
Affairs of the Government. 


ROME, May 11.—The royal family of 
Italy has not stood so well with the people 
for 20 years as at the present moment. The 
reasons are not fair to seek. Undegs Hum- 
bert politics went from bad _ to worse. 
Whether it was really the fault of the 
sovereign may be an open question, but he 
at least was blamed, dnd consequently 
suffered in the affections of his subjects. 


King Victor Emmanuel III came sudden- 
ly to the throre,.so many years before 
such an advent was expected, that he was 
to the nation at large an unknown figure. 
Small of stature, of few words. and se!- 
dom in Rome, he had been out of sight 
and out of mind. Nothing was known of 
his capacity for governing, and his mar- 
rage was not liked. Under a cloud he 
began to.reign, and in a few weeks the 
country was at his teet and everyone 
was hoping and believing that 
new era was beginning for Italy. 
first public act was that’of taking 
oath before Parliament, where he made a 
speech so firm, energetic and patriotic that 
enthusiasm knew no bounds. 

A few days after he drove in a common 
cab (because there was a delay in getting 
his own carriage), in the company of the 
qlueen, to the scene of 4 railway accident, 
where he remained hour after hour .n 
danger of his life, encouraging those vie- 
tims who were conscious, loking after the 
wounded, and sending the injured and 
dead to the city in 30 royal carriages or- 
dered for the purpose. In this humane 
work he was a f seconded by the Queen. 

In another field, that of the army, the 
King’s influence is so strongly felt that the 
barracks are transformed, officers and men 
bracing up in the most marvelous way. 
He has taken a leaf out of Emperor Will- 
lam’s book, and no regiment knows when 
he may be down upon it for inspection. 
If he finds daxity or graver faults, he is 
severe enough to satisfy even Lord Kitch- 
ener, 


Visits His Army 
Without Warning. 
One day he arrived at one of the barracks 
here without warning. His unexpected ap- 


pearance caused such confusion that: no one 
received him. The guards, although pre- 
senting arms, did so in such an awkward 
way that he became pale with anger, and 
at last, when the officers did come upon the 
scene with uniforms evidently just thrown 
on, “the review took place, but men and of- 
ficers alike were so embarrassed that it 
ended in confusion.

Mr. Schmalz said 
to the Post-Dispatch:

Cole made 
his strike, Dr. J. L. Eaton, former repre- 
sentative from Washington County in the 
‘Legislature, and Judge E. T. iversols, the 
county's present representative, bought the 
land on which the old drill. hole was lo- 
cated.

Already the population has more than 
doubled since the shaft was sunk across 
the river. Sixty new houses have een 
built in Irondale the past vear This is 
nearly 60 more than were built during the 
20 vears since the fron furnace closed down. 

Some of the incidents which indicate the 
resurrection of the town Are amusing to 
the outsider. Philip Rush, 4 years ago, 
lived here in a house across the railroad 
from the depot. He ran a s-ore and sui- 
loon and the familiar sign on the front 
of the building, read by -nillions of pas- 
sengers on the Iron Mountain railroad. wus 
“Our House.”"” When the town died Rush 
rushed away to Mineral Point, ten miles 
north. ‘Our House’ became a  battcred 
wreck. It was thoroughly sut of repair a 
few weeks ago when Philip Rush rushed 
back to town, an old man now, patched 
up “Gur House,’’ moved his family '.up- 
stairs andl started a grocery downstuirs. 

A quarter of a century ago the town 
butcher was J. L. Van Lear. When the 
town died Mr. Van Lear went out of busi- 
ness, there being no demand for fresh 
meats. One quarter of beef would have sup- 
lied the whole town fora week. since the 
ead boom has brought a population to 
Irondale Mr. Van Lear has reopened his 
meat shop and now slauchrers heeves daily. 
He combines the business of a notary public 
with that of cutting steaks, and ne is kept 
busy certifying to transfers of town lots 
and lead lands. 


Two Additions 
to Irondale Built. 

Two additions to Irondale have lcen laid 
off and placed on the market within a year. 
Town lots now sell at a figure from ten to 
twenty times as high as they brought a 
year or so ago. 

Dr. Eaton, who believes in the future of | 
the place, has backed up his belief by build- 


ing 32 new houses the past year, all of 
which are rented. Dr. Eaton said to the} 
Post-Dispatch: 

“Irondale will have a population of 2000 
within a year. It will become to Washing- 
ton County what De Soto is to Jefferson 
County. It is. nearly as large now as Po- 
tosi. There is no doubt of our growth, and 
we have one great advantage over the other 
lead towns in this district. Bonne Terre and 
Flat River, each of which has a population | 
of 5000 or so, can never become cities, with 
modern improvements, because all the land 
on which they are built belongs to the lead 
companies. 

‘‘In Irondale we own our lots individually 
The companies can't get control of the town 
itself. Consequentiy, living on our own jana, 
we shall be ambitious to improve our prop- 
erty. Later on we shall [incorporate the 
town. That will come ere many months. 
Neither Bonne Terre nor Flat River is in- 
corporated.”’ 

There is not a vacant house in the new 
Irondale. The two hotels are crowded, 
late arrivals being lucky if they can find 
a bed in the attic. Altogether there ex- 
ists here, only €9 miles from St. Lovis, a 
real mining boom, with its enlivening effect 
upon the community. 

Eugene H. Angert of St. Louis, attorney 
for the Whitney-Ryan syndicate, was here 
recently. He admits that the purpose of 
the purchasers is to manufacture white 
lead on a vast scale, and that the com- 
pany has purcnased this lead land in order 
to mine its own supply of lead.

HIS WIFE A MODEL OF BEAUTY

WASHINGTON, May 11.—A story of the 
way an enterprising American tried to 
make $10,000 out of the recently recalled 
minister from Argentina, Dr. Eduardo 
Wilde, is furnishing gossip for the diplo- 
matic and social set.

GERMANY’S NEW OIL ENGINE. 


It Operates Without the Use of Boilers, 
Furnaces or Chinineys. 
Great things are expected of the Diesel 


engine, the latest thing in German engineer- 
ing, the first working of which in England 
a London Express respresentative was per- 
mitted to see at Guidebridge, near Manches- 
ter, recently. 

Economy in fuel and space is the chief 
merit of the Diesel, commending it to mak- 
ers of automobiles and small marine craft 
as an engine with a future. Its claim to 
Originality lies in the fact that it works 
with crude ofl, without smell or dirt, per- 
fectly consuming all the products of com- 
bustion. Unlike other oll engines, it requires 
no ignition point. Compressed air from cy!- 
inders starts the Diesel. Oil and air are 
then admitted to the cylinder, when the 
compression of the air by the return stroke 
so raises the temperature that the oi] flashes 
and the forward stroke is delivered. 

The exhaust is perfectly clean and free 
from odor. Thus the claim made for the 
Diesel is that no boilers, furnaces, or chim- 
neys are reauired. Great economy of space 
and fuel is effected, as it can be used with 
any kind of liquid fuel or furnace gas—the 
waste product of blast furnaces. Hopes are 
entertained that the Diesel will be used on 
a very large scale, those who are introduc- 
ifig it to England claiming for it the ability 
to run a vessel as large as the Oceanic. 
Already an order has been placed by the 
French government for an engine of this 
type, to be used in a submarine boat. 

lf the Diesel frees the streets from the 
smell of the motor car and yacht decks and 
ladies’ dresses from the ctnders of a steam- 
er funnel, the German inventor will have 
claim on the gratitude of mankind. If, as 
seems likely, it will encourage the estahb- 
lishment of small plants in rural districts, 
where gas is not obtainable and coal is 
dear, it may do much more than this for 
industrial England.

PAY FOR TEACHERS 


PRESIDENT HARRISON FAVORS 
INCREASED SALARY SCALE. 


MAY BE POSSIBLE NEXT YEAR 


Board Has Long Realized That School 
Teachers in St. Louis Were Under- 
paid and Will Do Something. 


President John A. Harrison of the Board 
of Education said to the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday that the salaries of public school 
teachers might be increased by the board in 
July, after the amount available for the 
next school years has been learned. 

“I am inclined to think that we will be 
able to give the teachers a substantial 
raise in pay for next year,”’ said Judge Har- 
rison, “‘but it is impossible at present to 
speak with certainty. 

“The members of the board all favor a 
raise in salaries, and one before the pres- 
ent agitation was started had determined 
to take such a step at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. Petitions and resolutions can do 
nothing to interest us more in the matter 
or to accelerate our action. 

“To give the teachers an immediate raise 
of 10 per cent, for which some of them are 
asking, will hardly be possible. The in- 
crease will have to be more gradual. The 
board has not enough money, and other de- 
mands, notably for new and enlarged build- 
ings, must be met. 

“The shifting of the population of the 
city, as weil as its increase, has made more 
commodious buildings necessary. Some of 
the downtown school buildings have room 
to spare, while in schools farther west dou- 
ble sessions sometimes have to be held, 
giving the children only a half day’s in- 
struction each, because of actual lack of 
accommodaticns. 

“The extension of the free book system, 
which now prevails up to the fourth grade, 
is another problem worthy of the board's 
attention. 

“Last fall the board ordered a special 
election to vote on a proposition to increase 
the maximum rate of schoo] taxation from 
40 cents to 6) cents on $100. The city was in 
great need of money at the time, and many 
of the best people opposed the proposition, 
saying that charter amendments and the 
increase of municipal taxes were more im- 
portant, and that the board could wait. We 
are still waiting.’’ 

Superintendent Soldan said that the sal- 
aries of the third assistants, who form 
about one-half of the entire number of 
schools teachers and draw the lowest sal- 
aries, had been twice raised in the last five 
years, the total increase amounting to 
nearly 7 per cent. 

“I believe that our teachers are not paid 
enough,’’ said Prof. Soldan,”’ but I also be- 
lieve that the board is anxious to grant them 
an increase as soon as it is in its power 
to do so. The teachers know this, and there 
is no general or widespread dissatisfaction 
among them at present, although all believe 
that they should have more pay. ‘ 

“To grant the teachers 10 per cent iIn- 
crease would be to add $110,000 to the board's 
yearly expenditures. As the building fund 
for next year will only amount to about 
$105,000 in all, it will be seen that this is im- 
possible. 

“New York pays a maximum salary of 
$1000 a year to her lowest paid assistants, 
while we pay a maximum of $600 to the same 
class of teachers. Our head assistants get 
$890, and principals of the largest schools 
$2000. All other large cities in the United 
States, except Baltimore, pay more. The 
work of our principals has been in some 
cases doubled by the growth of the schools, 
while their pay has remained the same.”

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., May 11.—Sen 
Marcos, New Braunfels, and San Antonio, 
the three towns visited by the excursion 
of the St. Louis Interstate Merchants’ As- 
{sociation today, stand for what is most 
romantic and ancient in Texas history and 
most beautiful in Texas scenery. From 
Austin, which was left at 8 o'clock this 
morning, to this city, which was reached 
at 2:45 o'clock, the excursion has passed 
through the rugged, rocky, scenes of south- 


ern Texas, where flow the clear San Mar- 
cos, Comal and Guadalupe rivers. 

At San Marcos and New Braunfels the 
visitor spent an hour driving about the 
towns, standing on bridges across. the 
swiftest streams, watching the changing 
beauty of the vegetation that rows in 
their bottom. They climbed along the 
rocky banks of the San Marcos for a mile, 
viewing its course and came back to the 
train, hot and dusty, but enthusiastic 
They also visited the government fish 
hatcheries at San Marcos and drove about 
the town to see its quaint Spanish build- 
ings set on the sides of the hills. 

At New Braunfels, after a drive about 
town, the party were taken to the estate 
and park of Mr. Harry,Landa, where they | 
saw the great springs at the head of the 
Comal river and ate tunch beside them. So 
enthusiastic was the reception at New 
Braunfels, and eo delighted were the St. 
Lousians with the beauty of the place 
that they voted to stay 15 minutes over 
the time allowed by the schedule. In a 
speech to the party, Mayor C. H. Jahn of 
the town, said that for every minute over 
time that the St. Loulsans remained with 
him the people of New Braunfels would 
stay a day in St. Louis in 1903. As secu- 
rity for this pledge he presented to Mr. 
Edward 8. Lewis a note, signed by 26 
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leading citizens of the town: “Ninety 
pleasant days.’

Lewis J. Tune responded on behalf of 
ths visitors to Mayor Jahn’'s address of 
welcome. Then Harry Landa, the richest 
citizen of New Braunfels, addressed the 
party. 
‘We have failed at just one thing in this 
country,’ he said. ‘“‘We have tried to have 
a poor farm, but ‘we could not get more 
than one inmate and he committed suicide 
because he was so lonesome. We have 
never had a business failure. We have a 
jail without prisoners. Our police have 
rarely anything to do. Our courts are uSsu- 
ally idle for lack of litigation. We don't 
know what back taxes mean. 
New Braunsfels is a German settlement 
founded in 1844 by noblersdriven from the 
Fatherland by persecution. It has always 
been one of the most prosperous twons in 
Texas. The population is about 30,000, en- 
gaged in farming, in the cotton seed il fac- 
tory, the ice factory, the cattle feeding 
business and in mercantile pursuits. The 
town has as ubstantial national bank. It is 
a popular holiday resort of people from 
Austin and San Antonio. 
Other addresses were made in the town 
by8S. V. Pfeuffer. a local merchant; J. M. 
Allen and L. J. W. Wall of 8t. Louis and 
H. Hawley of Galveston. 
Mr. Wall spoke partly in Gorman. The 
excursionists were met here a recep- 
tion committee and escorted &, he various 
hotels where they will remain until to- 
morrow night. 
At 6 o'clock this evening their pictures 
were taken in front of the Alamo, the 
birthplace of Texan liberty. They then 
boarded cars for San Pedro Springs Park, 
where a Mexican supper was served and 
considerable eech-making indulged in. 
Tomorrow will be spent by the visitors 
in viewing the historic spots in the city 
and in hearing the stories of the struggles 
which ended in liberty for Texas.

COUNTY BONDS WERE BURNED. 


Franklin County Celebrates Wiping 


Out of Indebtedness.

UNION, Mo., May 11.—Two hundred 
thousand dollars of Franklin County bonds 


were burned today by the county court, 
thus wiping out the last of the $325,000 
compromises funding bonds, as well as the 
last dollar of debt owed by Franklin 
County.

were authorized by a vote of the people 
in April, 1881 and were issued in lieu of 
bonds whose legality had been in litigation 
for years and which were known as the 
Budd & Decker bonds. Budd & Decker 
had built about 20 miles of macadamized 
road in the county In 1866 and 1867 and, as 
the work had not been done according to 
contract, attempts were made not to pay 
the bonds that they had accepted in pay- 
ment of the work.

NEW YORK AND LONDON. 


The Pritish census of 1901 gives the County of London, 
which is the city of London, a population of 4,536,034, a gain of 
7 per cent in ten years. 

In 1900 New York had a population of 3,437,202 a gain of 37 
per cent in ten years. 

If these rates are sustained for the next ten years, London 
will have in 1911 4,852,556, while New York in 1910 will have 
4,708,966 inhebitants. 

In other words, when the next English census is taken in 
1911, London and New York will be practically equal in, popu- 
lation and a year afterward New York will surpass. the 
English capital in numbers. 

The suburbs of the two cities exhibit similar conditions. 

The London and Metropolitan and city police districts in- 
clude all the territory within a radius of 15 miles of Charing 
Croe#s, an area of more than 688 square miles, or double the 
grea of New York. 

This area contained 5,633,806 inhabitants in 1891. Its present 
| population is estimated at 6,000,000. An equal area with New 
- York City Halli for a center contains about 4,400,000. The ex- 
pected increase would give it a population of 6,200,000. 

New York is destined to become within the next fifteen 
years, if not within the next ten, the largest city in tthe 
world. And within all probability, within a quarter of a cen- 
tury it will be recognized as the center of the world’s interest, 
'@conomically, socially and, probably, politically. 
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Dun’s review reports that throughout the entfre country 
fundamental cond:tions were never so sound as at the present 
time, reports from nearly every city showing an exceptional 
volume of transactions and payments promptly met. It is 
hoped that there will be no more foolishness in Wall street 
this week.

On Easter Sunvay a preacher drew a moral and a crowd 
by letting loose a lot of newly-fledged chickens on the pulpit 
desk. The latest church attraction is that invented by a 
New Jersey pastor, who has advertised that he will give away 
money to all who attend his church on Sunday, May 12. As 
no one knows how much each visitor is to get, curiosity has 
been aroused to its highest pitch. 

There are two ways of looking at this modern method of 
advertising church services, which is becoming almost uni- 
versal. On the one hand, human nature has always de- 
manded some sort of attraction. Stained glass, beautiful 
statuary, frescoed walls, fine vestments have been and are 
attractions. Eioquent preaching, originality, fervency, emo- 
tionalism—all are legitimate in their sphere. Even the com- 
parative severity and plainness of some church services and 
buildings attract those who object to luxury and. symbolism. 

On the other hand, all these things may be carried to ex- 
céss. The preacher or teacher who wilfully shocks a number 
of people who are seeking for inward peace and enlighten- 
ment has gone too far. And the man who can only be 
brought to hear preaching by a gross appeal to his curiosity 
or cupidity is not apt to become a good convert. There is no 
broad and easy.road to goodness. We cannot be wheedled 
and cajoled into following the straight and narrow path of 
duty.

“I firmly belleve we are going to strike 
oil and if we do the pipe lines will be run- 


ning into St. Louis by the time of the 
World's Falir.’’ 
Both Moberly and Wellsville are in one 


of the best farmine countics in the state, 
forming part of the bluegrass region of 
Missouri. Land sells at from $25 to $50 an 
acre. 

In drilling for oil ordinary diamond drills 
are used, the holes being seven inches in 
diameter at the top and gradua!!y tapering. 
The length of time necessary to go down 
1800 to 2200 feet, which is believed to be the 
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depth at which oil or gas will be found at 
Wellsville, varies from four to six weeks, 
or even longer, according to the rock strata 
and difficulties encountered, such as water, 
breakages, etc. The Western Union Oil Co. 
has agreed to begin drilling at Wellsville 
within ten days, and, with ordinary luck, it 
will be midsummer before it is known 
whether another Beaumont is to spring up 
on the prairies of North Missouri. 

The leases secured by the oil companies 
at Wellsville are of a very favorable char- 
acter. Most.of them expire at the end of 
six months, if a well is not bored, or 25 
years if oil, gas, mineral or salt is discov- 
ered. The owner of the land is -to receive 
one-eighth of the product in royalty. Most 
of the farmers leased only a part of their 
land, and if oll is found they will have the 
balance to sell or develop. David Lehnen 
leased 120 acres from his 500-acre farm.

This physician, 
Dr. J. Lucas Championniere, has set the 
medical profession to discussing and dlis- 
agreeing about his theories in a fine man- 
ner. The new theory o. the Frenchman 
was first given to the world through a pa- 
per read by him at a meeting of the French 
Academy of Medicine recently. In this Dr. 
Championniere declared that appendicitis 
is largely an after effect of the grip. He 
points out that it has been noted and re- 


corded by physicians in all parts ol the 
civilized world that there are many serious 
cases of the affection of the appendix after 
every recurrence of an epidemic of the 


oohe conclusion is not based on this ob- 
servation alone, however, and there isa full

Its direct connection 
with the intestines makes it the depository 
of the most virulent poisons which infect 
the body. As there is no outlet, these tox- 
ics multiply and increase in virulence and 
food contains to a much greater degree than 
vegetables the properties inimical to health. 
The change from the more natural vegeta- 
ble diet, or diet largely vegetable, worked 
changes in the digestive organs which were 
not wholly able to adapt themselves to the 
new conditions. He had never seen nor 
heard of a purely vegetarian being affilcted 
with appendicitis. He goes further and 
says that the medical statistics will show 
that in those countries where the vegetable 
diet is still adhered to there is nothing 
known of the malady which has come to De 
the terror of the meat eating nations of the 
world. 

For a remedy and preventive of this dis- 
ease of the appendix, or which has its cul- 
mination in the affection of the appendix, 
the physician says a more careful atten- 
tion to diet is netessary, and he urges on

A marabout is a priest. a holy man by 
right of birth, and he always commands 
respect among orthadox Arabians, no mat- 
ter what his. occupation may be.

tages of the. Indian Lamas, but he finds 
his compensation in the influence he wields 
and the certainty that he will be honored 
as a holy personage after death. 

“Marabout” is the nearest analogue to 
the English word ‘‘saint.'""..

Every bone in this reproduction is the 
real article. Heretofore American scientists 
who have attempted to restore the dinosaur 
haye pieced out their specimens. with plas- 
ter casts of certain of the parts which it 
was impossible to obtain in their natural 
state. The only other complete dinosaur 
skeleton in the world is in the museum at 
Brussels, Belgium. 


This is a picture of the Yale dinosaur as Prof. Marsh said he looked in life. 
the background is probably playing with the young of some mammal, which, when developed, aided in the extermination of dinosaurs.

There they are, the best steaks obtain- 
able. The porterhouse is first; and just be- 
low it'a smaller steak which usage has 
made known as Delmonico steak. These, 
especially the latter, are excellent cuts, 
but they only serve to protect the choicest 
cut of all—the tenderloin—the filet. This 
starts from the short cut of the porter- 
house and runs through to the sirloin, 
which lies next the loin. 

If you only know how to ask for the 
best cuts In the loin you've got a tip on 
the whole situation. Forget all the rest, 
but don’t forget the porterhouses and the 
filet, which is the tenderloin. 

The sirloin is the next, and this is a close 
second to the loin. But it is not enough

There are really three sirloin steaks—the 
hip-bone steak, the flat-bone steak and the 
round-bone steak. The flat-bone steak is 
the best. Butchers use it as a sort.of reward 
of merit among patrons, sending it in turn 
to the steak buyers who have registered an 
order simply for a sirloin. 

Then they come in here, and. they tele- i 
‘phone down here and they send over here 
to know why we can’t send them a sirloin 
every time “like the last one.’’ When they 
ask for flat-bone they get flat-bone. When 
they don’t they take their turn at it. Like 
as not they lay their good luck to the time 
of year! 

Now the meat on the block is all cut 
away down to the last steaks, which are the 
rounds. These are not to be confused with 
the round-bone steaks, which are another 
story. There are two sorts of round steak— 
the top and bottom. The bottom is dis- 
tinctly a steak, though it is also used for 
corning. The bottom is not quite 80 fine 
and is used for pot roasts and corning also. 

All this leaves unaccounted for several 
important cuts—not the least so being the 
bones of the top of the leg, which are used 
for soup. 

Most people can name and label a soup 
bone when they see it, and they can tell 
where it comes from. And that’s all they 
know about the beef they eat. .- 

There is also the shoulder, lying just out- 
sidé the chuck. This is called the cross 
ribs, and is used only for pot roasts. 

Then, from the lower past of the chuck, 
back nearly to the sirloin/ below the prime 
ribs and the loins, extend two cuts of 
meat, the first of which is the breast of the 
animal and Is called the “‘bristeut" (or bris- 
ket). Back of this and below the loin is the 
muscle meat, used for corning and boiling, 
and from this are cut the plate roasts 
which sell for a few cents a pound. 

Now, those are all, and to me it looks eas- 
ler than playing the piano, and it would 
give people a heap more comfort to know.

Nebraska Army Organizing to Repel 
an Expected Attack of Grain De- fe

ROF. LAWRENCE BRUNER has de- 
‘vised a new way to fight grasshop- 
pers. He is organizing an army of 
farmers to make war on the common en- 
emy, who is believed to be swooping down 
on the state from the West. 
The machine with which the grasshop- 
pers will be attacked has been named the 
hopper-doser by Prof. Bruner, who invent- 
ed it. Its construction is simple, but it is 
believed it will do the work. 
It is made of stovepipe iron by turning 
up the sides and ends of the sheet about 
four inches so as to make a long flat pan 
about four inches in 
mounted on rynners varying tn height ac- 
cording to requirements. On a frame back 
of the pan is stretched a pleec of cloth to 
prevent the insects from jumping over the 


This is 


When ready for work the pan {s partly 
filled with water and then some coal oil is 
added. If. the ground is level: no cross 
pieces are necessary, but if the pan is to be 
used on sloping ground it should be made 
with little petitions every six or eight 
inches to prevent the oil and water from 
running to one end. The height of the run- 
ners varies from two to ten inches, de- 
pending upon the crop to be protected and 
the age of the insects to be captured. 
The results are surprising. The hoppers 
are simply mowed down. They come leaping 
toward the strange smelling diquid; then 
they want to leap out again, but the oll 
kills them. When the doser gets full the 
dead insects are shoveled out, a little more 
oil added and the machine is started again. 
Bushels of hoppers can be destroyed in a 
single day. 

In order that the campaign may be most 
effective, Prof. Bruner has sent out circu- 
lars to farmers all over the state instruct- 
ing them how to make the machine and 
asking that they start out on their grass- 


Farmers realize that the hoppers must 
be kept on the move, for if they are per- 
mitted to settle on the 
wheat, oats and rye there will be no hope 
of saving the crops 
The grasshopper of the type that de- 
stroys crops is a member of the locust 
His ancestors caused one of the 
plagues of Egypt.

LL the locusts and grasshoppers are 
vegetable feeders, and in many cases 
their ‘voracity is so insatiable, their 
jaws so powerful, and their numbers so 
countless that they destroy every vestige 
of vegétatidn wherever they pass, and dev- 
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astate the country as if a fire had swept 
it. Such is the case with thé migratory 
locust, so called from its habit of congre- 
gating in vast armies, which fly like winged 
clouds over the earth, and wherever they 
alight strip every living plant of its ver- 
dure. So assiduously do they ply their busy 
jaws that the pecullar sound produced by 
the champing of the leaves and twigs can 
be heard at a considerable distance. When 
they take to flight the rushing of their 
wings is like the roaring of the sea, and 
as their armies pass through the air the 


sky is darkened as if by black thunder . 


clouds. 

The warm sunshine appears to be abso- 
lutely essential for the flight of the-lo- 
cust, for no sooner does the sun set than. 
they alight and fold their wings. Woe to 
the ill-fated spot where they settle, for 
they consume everything that their jaws 
can sever, and are not content with eat* 
ing green herbage, but devour even linen, 
blankets or tobacco. At the approach of 
the aerial hosts every one is in fear but 
the bushman, who welcomes the locust 
with all his heart, for he has no crops to 
lose, no clothing to be destroyed, and only 
sees in the swarming insects his greatest 
luxury, namely, an abundant supply of 
food without any trouble of obtaining It. 
In the path of the locust he kindles large 
fires, and the insects being stified with 
the smoke and having their wings scorched 
with the flames, fall to the ground itn thou- 
sands, are gathered in heaps, roasted and 
eaten. Those that remain after the Bush- 
man has eaten his fill are ground between 
two stones into a kind of meal, which is 
dried In the sun and can be kept for @ 
long time. 

The locust seems to have but little power 
in guiding its flight, but is found to be 
blown by the wind in any direction it may 
take; and when a swarm is seen in the far 
distance the unhappy agriculturist knows 
that there is no hope but In a change of 
the wind. They are not tenacious of life, 
and a cold wird will kill them at oncé, while 
myriads upon myriads perish should they 
be blown out to sea. In such @ case their 
bodies have been known to form a continu- 
ous wall along the seashore, extending s¢vV- 
eral miles in length.

When one thinks of the raising of rice 
the picture that is presented to the un- 
initiated mind its one of a vast marsh, 
flooded with water, in which broad-hatted, 
half-naked coolie laborers work continu- 
ally. ankle-deep in water. 

Compared to this, the picture of the 
farmér in the great wheat belt, sowing, 
cultivating, harvesting and threshing his 
crop on dry ground with machinery, is a 
pleasant contr&st. P 

American push, energy and ingenuity 
have revolutionized an industry which, for 
thousands of years, was confined to the 
primitive Orient. 

This vear the acreage of rice in Texas will 
approximate 70,000 acres. In Louisiana it 
will Be greater. Millions of dollars are in- 
vest@éd in lands, irrigating canals, wells, 
machinery and mills. 

The land in its natural state is a high, 
well drained prairie, level, but for slight 
ridges. On these ridges the irrigation com- 
panies have constructed canals, the water 
for’ Which is pumped from rivers with 
whith the canals connect. If the farmer 
uses the canals to irrigate his land, he pays 
two S@acks of rice per acre to the company. 
Another method of irrigation involves 
an initial outlay by the farmer of from $500 
to $2000 and he furnishes his own water. 
Under this prairie are strata of gravel 
which furnishes an unlimited supply of 
water. All that is necessary is to sink 
wélls and equap them with' pumps. 

The land at planting time, which runs 


from March 15 to June 1, is perfectly dary, 
Tho farmer prepares it for planting with 
improved implements exactly as does the 
wheat farmer. He plants his rice with a 
soed drill. Heo need only keep out wees 
until it is about eight Inches high, when he 
turns on the water, which kills all vegeta- 
tion except the rice. 

To flood the land he surrounds his field 
with low dikes, thrown up with a plow and 
scraper. The water is then pumped on it 
until about three inches deep, and the 
pumps are kept going 70 days, keeping the 
water at the same depth and making up for 
evaporation. It requires 13,000 gallons of 
wnter every 24 hours per acre. 

Durirg there 70 days the farmer has noth- 
ing to do but attend his pumps, or if he 
buys water from a canal, his sluice gates 
and his dikes.

ing reaper. From this time the operations 
of harvesting and threshing are precisely 
the same as in wheat production. 

The production runs from 11 to 24 barrels 
per acre, and the price ranges from $3.50 to 
$5 per barrél, acccrding to grade. 

One 8-inch well will flood from 100 to 200 
acres of land. 

Land ranges from $10 to $20 an acre. 

Most of the farmers engaged in this in- 
dustry In ‘fexas and Louisiana are origi- 
nally from the wheat belt, I!linols, Missouri. 
Iowa, Indiana, Ohlo and other central west- 
ern states. They knew how to raise wheat 
and applied the same methods with greater 
success and prefit to the raising of rice. 
The advartages on the side of rice are 
greater average yield, more stable and high- 
er prices, certainty of crop and freedom 
from the rigors of the northern climate. 

The problem that now confronts the rice 
farmer is the enlarzgement of the demand 
for his product. It is being taken hold of 
with all the vigor that has characterized 
other phases of the industry. He has 
learned how to apply modern machinery 
and scientific methods in his work; he has 
outstripped his Oriental brother in every 
other particular and now he must prove 
to the péople of the United States and oth- 
er Occidental countries that rice is a good, 
staple food. 

The rice farmer has taken up the great 
question of advertising and he proposes to 
do with rice what has been done with oat- 
meal and kindred foods. He is going to 
make a market for it. 

One way to do this is to take advantage 
of every great exposition where people will 
gather from all parts of this and other 
countries.

THIN the past month the movement 
for a building in the central part of 
the city, to be used as a headquar- 

ters by national and local labor unions and 
to be known as the Labor Temple, has tak- 


en definite shape. 

It is proposed to sell shares of stock ag- 
gregating $200,000, chiefly to individual mem- 
bers of unions and to labor organizations, 
so that the enterprise may be kept under 
the control of union men. 

The men at the ehad of the movement 
hope to be able to raise the money and build 
the temple in time for the opening of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition in 1903. As 
a matter of fact, the Labor Temple is incl- 
dental to the World's Fair, having grown 
out of discussions between the representa- 
tives of organized labor on the Committee 


of Two Hundred. 

These representatives resolved themselves 
into the World’s Fair Union Labor Commit- 
tee and reported to the Bullding Trades 
Council a tentative plan for a temple of la- 
bor. The Council approved the plan and 
gave the committee the power to act fur- 
ther. The executive committee is organized 
as follows: W. W. Morrtson, chairman; 
Cuthbert Childs, vice-chairman: H. W. 
Steinbiss, secretary; John Meara, J. W. 
Fierce, ©. P. Hughes and H. W. Linton. 
C. P. Sterns of the Labor Compendium was 
made chairman of the press and publicity 
committee 

The Central Trades and Labor Union also 
indorses the work of the World's Fair Union 
Labor Committee. 

The committee is also authorized to ad- 
mit as members one delegate from each 
labor union in the city. Several meetings 
have been held, and a number of dele- 
gates have attended. Secretary Steinbiss 
has just issued a circular requesting every 
union to name its delegate. It is desired 
that each union be represented in a spe- 
clal meeting to be held Sunday, May 26. 

All the members of the executive com- 
mittee, which has undertaken the work of 
raising funds for the temple, are repre- 
sentative union labor men. Chairman Mor- 
rison, a plasterer, is president of the local 
Bullding Trades Council. Vice-Chairman 
Childs is a member of the bricklayers’ 
union. Secretary Steinbiss is general sec- 
retary of the National Building Trades 
Council of America, editor and publisher of 
the Labor Compendium, and identified with 
unionism in many ways. John Meara is a 
steamfitter, J. W. Fierce an elevator con- 
structor, E. P. Hughes a hodcarrier and 
HM. W. Linton an engineer. The commit- 
tee’s office is room 214 Emilie building, 
904 Olive street.

HE erection of an edifice suited to the 
iy needs of organized labor, provided 
with eufficient halls to accommodate 
all the labor unions In the city, in which to 
hold their regular meetings, and equipped 
with gymnasium, bowling alleys, bath, ac- 
commodations, library and reading reoms, 
has long agitated the minds of the thinking 
union men of St. Louis. 

That such a building would prove to bea 
profitable investment nobody has ever 
doubted. The amount paid out yearly in 
rentals for meeting places by the nearly 
200 labor unions in the city, averaging prob- 
ably $24 per quarter, has been estimated at 
from $14,000 to $15,000. If to this are added 
the sums paid for the use of halls In which 
to hold special meetings, balls, parties and 
various social affaigs, the aggregate would 
probably be, at the least estimate, $20,000, 
which is 5 per cent interest on $400,000. 

Estimates of this character have provoked 
many discussions relative to the erection by 
labor of a building for the use of labor; but, 
until now, no concerted action bas ever 
been taken in aid of such a movement. 

Perhaps I should except an éffort started a 
little more than a year ago by the six car- 
penters’ unions of the city. With a view to 
erecting a building with their combined ef- 
forts for the use of the carpenters alone, 
they created a cémmittee which held reg- 
ular weekly meetings, solicited subscrip- 
tions of stock and secured a guarantee of 
$10,000 towards a proposed $50,000 fund. After 
several months, however, it became evident 
that the undertaking was too great for any 
one craft to perform alone, and the mem- 
bers of the committee were about to adopt 
resolutions recommending that the matter 
be referred to all labor unions in the city 
with the view to erecting a mere commo- 
dious and a better building, when the great 
street railway strike came on and the mat- 
ter was dropped. 

Again, about the first of the present year, 
a movement was partially started among 
the board of business agents of the Build- 
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ing Trades Council, it being the intention to 
draft a plan of operations and lay it before 
the Council; but for some reason it was 
decidéd that the time was not opportune, 
hence nothing was done. 

A month later, about the middle of Feb- 
ruary last, a Labor Temple resolution was 
introduced in the Building Trades Counci] 
and indorsed and the matter of preparing 
definite plans of procedure was referred to 
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the World's Fair union labor committee ana 
by that body to its executive board. The 
committee, since that time-has been ‘“‘mak- 
ing haste slowly,’’ but the interest already 
manifested in the proposition by union men 
leaves no room for doubt respecting ulti- 
mate success. 


When union men and thetr many friends 
come to consider fully all the benefits to be 
derived; when they consider, too, that the 
rentals possible from business concerns and 
professional men for first floor and office 
privileges will in time act towards a great 
reduction of the rents paid for their lodge 
rooms, they will not lag in the matter. 

Aside from these considerations, the clos 
rejations between the members of vario x 
crafts, where al] meet in one building, win 
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be of intestimable value, for then, instead 
of only casual acquaintances between a few 
members of crafts whose work is dissim- 
llar, there will be a more frequent min- 


gling, an increase in the interchange of 
opinions, more attention paid to the union 
label of one craft by the members of all 
others, and, finally and most important of 


all, a more speedy elevation of the labor 
cause In the minds of both employers and 
employes and, incidentally, of the general 
public. 


LILY LANGTRY HAS A 


She Has Gone Through the Terrible Process 


of Face-Skinning and Has Also Acquired 
a New Angel in Prince Esterhazy.

M RS. LANGTRY, with a new angel in 
Prince Esterhazy, who denies rela- 
tionship of any kind with the man 

of his name who was ruined by the disclos- 

ures in the Dreyfus case, a new play, a new 
theater anda NEW FACE, is the sensation 
to which all London is being treated. 

Lily Langtry, born about 50 years ago in 
the Isle of Jersey, the daughter of a coun- 
try clergyman, must look back upon the 
day, now 27 years past, when she became 
the bride of Edward Langtry, as an inci- 
dent which happened itn a state of pre-ex- 
istence. 

Life, palpitating life, never dawned upon 
her until several years after her marriage, 
when she came to London and was seen by 
Sir Frederick .Leighton, the artist, who be- 
came enamored of her rustic beauty, 
painted her as the Jersey Lily and through 
that canvas made her the reigning beauty 
of the Prince of Wales set. 

Since those golden days of youth the life 
of the Jersey curate’s daughter has not 
been a secluded one. 

Not even Bernhardt has kept ‘herself be- 
fore the public more persistently than the 
society woman, actress, race-horse owner, 
favorite of princes and commoners—Lily 
Langtry 

Mrs. Langtry'’s beauty 
have equally shared honédrs 
agent's untiring labors. 

Americans remember the Jersey Lily 
when she came to us heralded as an act- 
ress with the prestige of royal favor and 
made her appeararce in a dull play which 
even her beauty could not illumine. 

Already there had been much talk of the 
Jersey Lily’s conquests—they did not call 
them “‘angels” in London. We invented the 
term expressly to sult the status of Mr. 
Frederick Gebhard, who spread the pro- 
tecting wings of finance and sentiment 
about the beauteous Jersey Lily. 

And if Bir George Chetwynd or Prince 
Louis of Battenberg or Luke White, men of 
fashion in London, writhed in the knowl- 
edge that they had been worsted in the race 
for favor with the beautiful English wom- 
an, they at least ‘“‘behaved like gentlemen.”

Mrs. Langtry'’s next angel was Squlre 
Abingdon Baird, an English sporting man. 
He was not a peaceful nor a sweet-tem- 
pered member of that heavenly throng 
whose mission is to put up cash for gifted 
actresses and do a continuous smile per- 
formance the while. 

Mr. Abingdon Baird was “a masterful 
man’'’—the only master the Lily ever en- 
countered, by the by—and one day Mr. Ab- 
ingdon Baird, having drunk long and deep- 
ly, forgot his angel role and administered 
to the fairest face in England a pair of 
very black eyes, along with other physical 
manifestations of.the cowardly and ungov- 
ernable rage of a buly. 

This was the period of the Jersey Lily's 
decadence. 

The Abingdon Baird episode made a ‘‘de- 
classee"’ of the Dean of Jersey's daughter. 

Fortunately Mr. Baird verified the proverb 
which declareth that a man shall reap as 
he sows, and having sowed an astonishing 
crop of wild oats, Squire Abingdon was 
whisked away to another land where there 
are said to be angels indeed—but not of the 
sort with whom this article deals. 

For a time somber stories were current 
about the Lily's loss of beauty and the 
eclipse of her popularity with great per- 
sonages. But Abingdon Baird had made 
Mrs. Langtry a rich woman, and money will 
do a deal. She soon offered to London the 
gratifying spectacle of an ex-soclety lady 
actress, turned horse-racer with stabies and 
all the paraphernalia of sporting life, in- 
cluding a man’s name. 

As ‘Mr. Jersey’ Mrs. Langtry made more 
money, more sensations. 

When her husband died, a poor wander- 
ing demented outcast, she sent a fine floral 
plece to ornament his coffin, tiled with her 
rating colors. England found it a touch- 
ing and graceful act—more press notices, 

Latterly we have had Mrs. Langtry the 
bride of a man of %—Mr. Hugo de Bathe. 
As Mrs. de Bathe we had Mrs. Langiry’s 
word for it that her heart was in South 
Africa, where the bridegroom risked his 
life for his country. It were possibly in- 
discreet to ask at this juncture whatever 
came of Mr. de Bathe. His name, con- 
stantly on the Lily's lips when she was here 
last, is apparently tabooed at present. \ 

And now comes this truly wonderful 
woman with a new theater, a new play, a 
new angel—no one less than Prince Ester- 
hasy—and a new face. 

The new face will interest every one of 
her sex, young or old—particularly women 
whose days in the land, like the Lily's,

have lengthened to the 50-year mile-post. 

The rejuvenating process which Mrs. 
Langtry is said to have undergone is the 
exquisite torture known as face skinning. 

About 15 years ago some one discovered 
(or declared that he @id) a process for re- 
storing the face of a woman to the beauty 
of youth, both in contour and skin texture, 

The process was once in practice by the 
Greeks, and the discoverer gave the tidings 
of its adaptation to the requirement of the 
modern woman. 

By this method, said the first face-skin- 
ner, every trace of age. every line and 
wrinkle, may be removed, and the woman 
of 70 may rival her granddaughter in 
beauty. 


Needless to say, to attain this heavenly 
State of endless youth women flocked to 
the miracle-worker. Wrinkled ladies who 
had the price—$300 for the time-worn ecoun- 
tenance, the same for neck and shoulders— 
and the courage to face unknown tortures 
—took the treatment# From the first the ex- 
ploiters of the treatment have not hesitated 
to say it is attended by considerable palin, 
But youthful beauty—gentle reader, what 
will not women suffer in an attempt to get 
it back? 

The process of skinning the face is one of 
excruciating agony. According to physi- 
cians, it is not unattended with danger of 
blood poisoning. 

The victim passes her 1500 francs over to 
the professional skinner with whom she is 
to make her home during the period of her 
transformation.

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ILL it be worth while to see the 
W big American Exhibition at Buf- 
falo? 

It will not be worth while to miss the 
chance of seeing it for the sake of doing 
anything else. That, is if you like to delight 
your eyes with beautiful panoramas of a 
novel sort, to amuse yourself in a hundred 
other ways, and to see, with a minimum 
of effort and fatigue, a very remarkable 
collection of exhibits, scientific, industrial 
and artistic. 

Almost every body laughed when Chicago 
promised, some ten years ago, to show 
the world a ‘beautiful World's 
Fair. The promise was kept and 
the laughter stopped. Chicago had 
not only collected a wonderful array of ex- 
hibits, but had housed them in an aston- 
ishingly magnificent temporary city. In per- 
fection of details all its buildings, and in 
design most of them, had indeed been sur- 
passed elsewhere, but as a whole the 
picture presented in the White City by the 
Court of Honor and its adjuncts had no 
modern rival. One fault was found with it 
by certain foreign visitors. A temporary 
city, they said, a pleasure ground that is 
to exist for the summer only, ought to look 
like what it is. The Chicago fair tried to 
look like a real city built of solid stone. 
The more fanciful, more obvious transitory 
buildings acen In the Paris expositions were 
better works of art because more truthful 
ones, and more appropriate in effect to the 
ends they served. 

Such criticisms were right enough from 


the European point of view, but were not 
valid from the American. The Old World 


knew much, the New World knew little, 
about the beauty that may be achieved in 
permanent cities with lasting materials. It 
was well that the New World should be 
taught the lesson. The Chicago Fair was in- 
finitely more instructive in regard to the es- 
sentials of good art than it would have been 


if its projectors had chosen an “exposition 


type” of architecture; and even those who 


’ objected most to it on the score of untruth- 


fulness could not deny its triumphant beau- 
ty. 

Of course, such an example of success be- 
got imitations. The smaller expositions 
planned since 1893—at Omaha, Nashville and 
Atianta—were all White Cities. : 

But enough is enough. When still anothe 
exhibition larger than the later ones, al- 
though semalier than Chicago's, was con- 
ceived for Buffalo it was well that some- 
thing new should be imagined. And it was 
not hard to think of something eminently 
appropriate for a Pan-American Fair. 

Centuries ago on Spanish-American soil 
the forms and features that have been de- 
veloped in the south of Europe in late-Re- 
naissance years have been acclimatized and 
adapted to the new needs and materials of 
the New World. By taking Spanish-Amer- 
fean architecture as their inspiration the 
builders of the Pan-American secured a 
chance for great variety, and for a rich 
and florid picturesqueness eminently well 
adapted to their purpose; and this time they 
could sanctify the most clamorous advo- 
cates of architectural truthfulness, for it 
is surely allowable to imitate in exposition 
lath-and-plaster permanent structures 
which have often been built with plastered 
stone or adobe. 


A fair built along these Spanish-Amer- 
ican lines might have been a White City 
again, and @ very beautiful one. But preo- 
edent said that it might also be a poly- 
chromatit city; and this was the scheme 
finally selected. When it was announced 
nobody laughed. One lesson had been 
enough. Chicago had taught us, once for 
all, that American brains and American 
hands can produce beauty when they think 
it worth while, and that the projectors of 


the pattern we know in our permanent 
ones, large or small, but a city such as we 
should like to build as part of a permanent 
one if we could afford the money. 

Ten millions of dollars this one has cost, 
constructed with lath and plaster. What 
its like would cost tn solid and beautiful 
materials may easily—or not so easily—be 
fancied! We can never have a permanent 
one approaching it in beauty—not, at all 
events, while our utilitarian world contin- 
ues to resemble its present self. And 
therefore we should be all the more eager 
to see this temporary one, all the more ap- 
preciative if we get the chance. 

A Greek or a Roman could no more have 
imagined the splendor of the nocturnal 
scene that we shall behold in the Court of 
Fountains at Buffalo than a cave-dweller 
or a man of the stone age could have 
imagined the daytime aspect of classic 
Athens or imperial Rome. On a moonlight 
night, indeed, the Rome of the emperors 
must have been an even more impressive 
sight than by day. But one a dark night 
it could not be seen at all. What did it 
have wherewith to illumine itself? Nothing 
but oll lamps, bonfires, and, on some great 
occasions, perhaps a few tar-smeared, burn- 
ing Christians. 

Only those who have seen the almost- 
completed Pan-American can realize how 
beautiful it is going to be. It does not 
stand on the shores of Lake Erie, as many 
people, remembering how Lake Michigan 
enhanced the effect of the Chicago Fair, 
hoped that it might. Nor does it stand in a 
park, for although Buffalo owns one of 
the finest parks in the world, it rightly 
refused to let it be injured even for the 
sake of the Pan-American. 

The exhibition merely lies beside the 
park and includes within its fences, as 
a sort of prelude or fore-court to its own 
attractions, the beautiful park lake and 
its immediate borders. The exhibition prop- 
er has been created on a fiat stretch of 
ground which neither nature nor man had 
adorned in any way. In the most literal 
sense it is a creation of its own bullders. 
Therefore, unless it had been built upon 
an extremely intelligent ground plan, it 
could have had little beauty. But such 
a ground plan Messrs. Carrere and Has- 
tings supplied; and the architects who have 
helped to carry out their ideas have sup- 
plemented its effect with great intelligence. 

They have built a compacter fair than 
any of their predecessors achieved or at- 
tempted. It contains no wide, useless areas, 
no outlying portions to which long excur- 
sions must be made for the sake of the few 
Objects of interests. Everything is held 
well together, worked into one compact 
composition. 

All the fine bulldings, all the interesting 
and ornamental features of the Pan- 
American Exhibition will not be found in 
ite great central court. 

Vast though this looks, it occuples a rela- 
tively narrow section of the grounds. The 
park lake and its beautiful borders cover 
about one hundred and thirty acres, and 
on either side of the colonnaded approach 
which forms the first feature of the cen- 
tral court lie wide stretches of garden 
dotted with small structures, including 
those of New England, of several indi- 
vidual states and of a few South and Can- 
tral American countries. 

Near the lake, in the southeastern corner 
of the grounds, stands the art gallery, 
which, under the competent control of the 
art director, William A. Coffin, is being 
filled with what will undoubtedly prove the 
finest collection of American pictures and 
works of sculpture that has yet been 
brought together. 

A painter himself, and also the most au- 
thoritative critic of art that we have to- 
Gay, Mr. Coffin has had much experience, 
furthermore, in the organizing of large ex- 
hibitions, In collecting for the Pan-Amer- 
loan he has had, of course, the help of a 
competent committee and @ jury. And he 
has made a trip to Europe for the purpose 
< getting the very best available products 
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In the gallery where the collection that 
has thus been made will hang there will be 
no chance, of course, as there was at Chi- 
cago, to contrast and compare the best 
American with the best foreign work of our 
day. But, on the other hand, the visitor's 
eye and memory, unburdened and uncon- 
fused by the task of making such com- 
parisons, will be *able as never before to 
appreciate the number of American artists 
who are now doing excellent work, and 
the variety of their results. And the ap- 
preciation of individual artists will be 
helped by the fact that the works of each 
are to be gathered in groups, not scattered 
about, as in the usual exhibition, in the 
mere desire to fill the walls full and make 
them present a generally harmonious ef: 
fedt. 

On either side of the stately causeway, 
which forms the next feature of the cen- 
tral court as we pass northward. lies a 
lake of irregular shape, and from the fur- 
ther extremities of each of these runs a 
canal, which, running behind the large 
buildings that surround the middle por- 
tion of the court, following a varied course 
and passing beneath many ornamental lit- 
tle bridges, forms a waterway by méans 
of which one may travel toward the north- 
ern part of the grounds with less fatigue 
than on foot. 

To the east and west of these canals 
again lie other gardens and other small 
bulldings. And then the whole north- 
western corner of the great inclosure is 
filled by the Midway, and the opposite 
northeastern corner by the big Stadium, 
each with a monumental facade and gate- 
way fronting on the main court and im- 
mediately accessible from the railway sta- 
tion, which stands at the northern ex- 
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of the grounds. 

The Stadium has been bullt 
modate 12,000 spectators, and as it 
east and west the afternoon sun will not 
incommode those who are witnessing the 
varied spectacies that will there be pre- 
sented—athietic sports of all kinds, for ex- 
ample—parades and processions, horse and 
cattle shows—enough in number and var- 
lety, as already arranged for, to consume 
all the days of a long summer. 


As for the Midway, the name has lost 
its geographical and assumed a symbolli- 
cal meaning which dves 
explained. In this exhibition it fills a cor- 
ner of the grounds instead of forming a 
real way from one park to another, as it 
did at Chicago, but In character and at- 
tractions it will be similar—only, we are 
toid, “ch more varied, better ordered, 
and w. fewer objectionable entertuin- 
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ments. It covers more than 40 acres of 
ground, the frontages of its various streets 
will measure more than a mile, and at 
night its electrical Iluminitions will be 
brilliant as those of the exhibition proper. 

Perhaps I have not said enough of the 
very Important part that water will play 
in the general effect of the exhibition. The 
big park lake, kept in aimecst rural peace- 
fulness; the emalier lake, surrounded by 
splendid architectural featufes; the canals, 
the many small and larger basins, foun- 
tains and cascades that are scattered every- 
where throughout the grounds, and the 
great basins (the largest nearly “4 feet in 
length and more than 20 in breadth) that 
the middle portion of the main courtyard— 
these are what will add the chief touch of 
brilliancy, gayety and vivaciousness to the 
splendid summer city. 


And sculpture is another factor that wi

play a very important part. In all the open 
places, and in connection with all the chief 
buildings, basins and fountains, will be 
groups of sculpture and single figures de- 
signed especially for thelr sites—usually 
with some symbolical intention and execut- 
ed of course by American artists. 


But for purely ornamental purposes in 
less important positions the choice of the 
decorators has, very wisely, not been re- 
stricted to native products. Under the col- 
onnades and loggias, which in many places 
will give the visitor welcome protection 
zrom sun and from showers, and along the 
parapets of the bridges and the balustrades 
of the water basins, there will be hundreds 
of reproductions of the famous sta 
many ages.

E German and British governments 

are preparing to wreak a terrible 

vengeance on cannibal tribes of New 
Guinea and New Britain, 150 miles north 
of this port and 8700 miles southwest of 
Gan Francisco. 

Two punitive expeditions have been sent 
out to avenge the deaths of British and 
German subiects. 

The crimes for which the South Sen Isl- 
anders are to be punished were committed 
almost simultaneously. 

On the mainland of New Guinea Rev. Dr. 
Chalmers, a noted English explorer, was 
overpowered. He and all the members of 
his party were eaten by the savages. 


Herr Mercke, a German millionaire, and 
his private secretary, Herr Caro, were killed 
and eaten on the island of New bEiritain. 

But that little expedition is nothing com- 
pared with what the British probably will 
send out to avenge the death of Dr. Chal- 
mers and his companions. The reverend 
doctor was one of the founders of Port 
Moresby, the capital and principal town 
of British New Guinea, and for twenty 
years he had lived as a missionary and 
teacher in that wild country. He was the 
only man who ever made any extensive ex- 
plorations of New Guinea, or Papua, as the 
old name was, and he stood so well with 
the natfves that he was supposed to be 
removed from all danger of ever being 
eaten by them. He had made many jour- 
neys into the cannibal regions and was on 
friendly terms with the people, who not 
only admitted to him that they ate human 
fiesh, but declared that it was the best 
meat in the world and defended their prac- 
tice. Dr. Chalmers for years had been 
using his influence with the cannibals—and 
his influence was very great—to induce 
them to give up fheir horrible custom, and 
with some of the tribes he succeeded in 
having them renounce cannibalism, osten- 
aibly, at jeast. He made many journeys up 
the Fly river, the largest stream in New 
Guinea, and was known to all the natives 
on its banks. Each journey of his up the 
river was an anti-cannibalism crusade. 

It was while on one of these expeditions 
that his friends the natives, who had lis- 
tened patientiy to his preaching for s0 
many years, finally turned on the good doc- 
tor and ate him and all the white men with 
him. 

Advices received here say that the second 
class German cruiser, Hansa, under com- 
mand of Capt. Passchew, is now on its way 
to New Britain. The ship is manned by 
picked men chosen for special duty on or- 
ders feceived direct from Emperor Wiillam. 
This duty is to avenge the death of the 
Kaiser's subjects. The cruiser is said to 
have been heavily armed for this punitive 
expedition. 

Messrs. Mercke and Caro are not the first 
victims of these bloodthirsty savages of the 
South Pacific. Though the group of islands 
is near to the most civilized countries of 
the Orient, head hunting is practiced as a 
sport on this group of islands and a white 
man is never safe near their shores. 

The only civilized person who has so far 
succeeded in awing the natives is a woman, 
Mrs. Kolbe, a half caste Samoan who owns 
the most extensive and richest plantation 
in the New Britain group. 

A white man who has the protection and 
Influence of Mrs. Kolbe behind him may 
pass through the cannibal country in safe- 
ty. But many have met death. 

Human flesh is the piece de resistance of 
a New Britain feast. Chiefs are rated ac- 
cording tothe number of heads they hawe 
added to their collections of trophies. 

There have been otherpunitive expedi- 
tions to New Britain. Natives have been 
Slaughtered and villages burned, but the 
thirst for blood was not abated. 

The task before the crew of the Hansa 
is 20 light one. For weeks after the natives 
have committed a depredation like the 
murder of Here Mercke and Herr Caro they 
watch the horizon for the smoke that tells

and lay in ambush to attack the expedition 
on its return to the ship. Entire crews 
have been murdered in this way. After such 
& massacre the natives gather at a great 
festival at which they sing weird chants 
and execute the native dances. To crown all 
there is a great feast presided over by the 
chief of the tribe at which the flesh of the 
victims is served. 

A few years ago the steamer Esperanza 
anchored off the coast of New Britain. The 
natives, as is their custom, rowed out to tne 
ship and made a show of extreme friendli- 
ness. They had much copra, or dried co- 
coanut meat to sell, but they said 
some of the white sailors would have have 
to help them carry it down to the shore. 
A detail of sailors was sent up to the vil- 
lage. At a prearranged signal those of the 
blacks who had remained on board to com- 
plete the trade assisted by twelve black 
sailors seized the officers of the ship and 
tomahawked them.. At the same time the 
natives in the village fell upon the whites 
who had gone ashore and murdered them. 
The ship was then looted and burned. 

The British government sent out a puni- 
tive expedition to avenge the Esperanza. 
The natives retreated into the interior and 
the Englishmen had to content themselves 
with burning a few towns. This was not a 
serious punishment. The houses destroyed 
were constructed of leaves and bamboo. 
Forty-eight hours work, sufficed to restore 
them. 

A list of men who have been killed in 
this group of islands recently as compiled 
by the authorities and shipping agents here 
includes: 

Capt. Ferguson, Capt. Townsend, James 
Morrell, Thomas Dobell, Lieut. Bower, R. 
N.; an entire boat's crew of H. M. 8. Sand- 
fiy; J. H. Cooper, Charles Ladden, William 
Dobell, W. Child, Capt. Craig, Frederick 
Howard, Capt. Havie, Messrs. Nelson, 
Adams, Quinn, . Martin, Donald Guy, a 
British government agent, and his boats 
crew; F. Nyburg, and Messrs. Jeffrey, Els- 
den and Armstrong. 

New Britain is off the coast of Papau or 
New Guinea, the nearest large body of land 
to the Philippine Islands on the south. New 
Guinea is owned partly by Great Britain 
and partly by Germany. The New Britain 
natives are independent though under a 
nominal German protectorate. They have 
resisted all efforts made to civilize them. 
They consent to sell their copra to the 
whites, but will not fraternize farther than 
that. 

Mrs. Kolbe is the wealthiest person on the 
island. She settled there with her sister, 
Mrs. Richard Parkinson, nearly 20 years 
ago. Mrs, Kolbe’s father was an American 
who settled in Samoa and married a na- 
tive. 

The plantation owned and operated by 
Mrs. Kolbe covers 20,000 acres, more than 
half of which is under cultivation. It is 
the richest stretch of land in the South 
Seas and its possession makes Mrs. Kolbe 
practically Queen of New Britain. The sta- 


ple products are cocoanuts and cotton. Mrs, | 


Kolbe's estate is called Ralum. Besides 
the plantation, she owns a number of large 
trading stations which are managed by Eu- 
ropeans. 

A few years after Mrs. Kolbe went to 
Ralum a band of natives swooped down on 
her settlement and surroufided her and Mrs. 
Parkinson, who were without male protect- 
ors. The two women shot two of the sav- 
ages and the remainder fied. Since then 
they have not been molested. 

Among the natives of New Britain the 
highest type of personal adornment is a 
hare lip. The lips of children are frequently 
split and the flaps sewn back under the 
nostrils to make itheir faces more beauti- 
ful. The islanders Wear no clothing except 
an occasional breech clout. 

The wealthier chiefs keep slaves to be 
used as food. The bones of these victims 
are used to fashion arrow heads and spears. 
A spear tip made of the bones of a white 
man is the most valuable of warlike imple- 
ments. 

The natives have never taken kindly to 
firearms. They prefer their primitive spears, 
their bows and arrows and their stone 


tomahawks. The population of New Britain 
is about 10,000. 
Building, as practiced by civilized nations 
races classed as semi-civilized, is 

total unknown to the inhabitants of New 


om % 


Britain. They have never learned the art 
of cutting stone, hewing timber or mixing 
mortar. 

Their residences are the queerest in the 
world. Except near the coast no houses 
ever rest on the ground. The tree-house 
is seen there in all its picturesqueness. it 
is a box-like structure of matted bamboo 
thatched with straw and set high up in the 
fork of a tree like a bird's nest. The na- 
tive men and women climb to their eyrie 
homes with the agility of wild cats. 

Another class of buildings are found in 
the marine villages. These are groups of 
bulldings miles from dry land, Venices on 
the dark waters of the South sea. The 
buildings, though heavier, do not differ ma. 
terially from the tree houses. They are set 


tom of the sea by some method known only 
to the savages who built them. 

The champion head hunter of the New 
Britain group of islands is Ingova. To those 
whom he desires to treat courteously he is 
a paragon of politeness. He speaks English 
very well and is a shrewd trader. He has 
more skulls in his collection than any other 
man on the island. He says he hunts heads 
partly because it is the national sport of 
his people and partly because he likes the 
taste of well cooked human flesh. 

This is the only explanation of cannibal- 
ism that can be obtained from the most 
friendly of the natives, but many ethnolo- 
gists believe that head hunting was orig!i- 
nally a religious rite. Even now such ex- 
peditions are always closing features of a

There are certain ants which keep cows— 
ant cows, of course, but cows just the same. 

Other insects of the ant genus engage in 
the slave trade and go about hunting for 
captives as a regular business. 

There are ants which make mushroom 
growing their profession. 

Able-bodied ants belonging 
tribes engage daily in gymnastic exercise 
before they go to work, and this tribe seems 
to Be blessed also with ant schools and unl- 
versities. 

In certain ant villages in South Africa 
there are regular sanitary arrangements as 
to drainage and burial of the dead. There 
is a South African tribe of ant architects 
long been admired by 
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capture large numbers of smaller ants. 
The object of the slave makers is to ter- 
rify their captives so that no resistance 
will be made. It {s seldom that slage ants 
ere killed in these raids. 

After the slaves have been captured they 
are carried off to the nest of the captors, 
where they are forced to attend upon the 
young and do chores about the establish- 
ment, The species formica fusca are usu- 
ally made slaves. 

The polyergus rufescens are also known 
as Amazon ants. They have a peculiar way 
of fighting, quite different from any other 
tribe. When attacking an enemy this ant 
tries to pierce the brain of its antagonist 
by using a species of lance-like mandible. 
They do not seize the enemy in their jaws 
and try to cut him in two as do other spe- 
cies.

Ants belonging to this species show great SSN 
judgment in attack. They pick out a single 
ent of the enemy and surround him in 
force.

When two ant armies meet, their engage- 
ment becomes a series of separate duels. 
When two ants meet in fight they first 
throw acid on each other and then clinch 
in a death struggle. 

Huber and others who have watched ant 
battles record the fact that ants sometimes 
hold on to each other for three days and 
nights or until one or the other succumbs. 

The species myrmecina latrelli do not 
fight, but when attacked roll themselves up 
into a tight ball. Their bodies in this po- 
sition are so hard that their enemies can 
make no impression on them. Another spe- 
cies, the tetramorium coespitum, feigns 
death when attacked and thus escapes pun-

Elaborate studies of ant life have been 
made by Sir John Lubbock, Albrecht Bethe, 


Leuckart, Dr. Buckner and others. 

Ever since the Biblical injunction, “Go to 
the ant,’ was made, man has devoted 4 
large amount of his attention to studying 
the tiny creatures. The results have been 
very interesting. Here are some of them: 

The power of ants to recognize their 
friends after long separation was carefully 
investigated by Prof. Albrecht Bethe. He 
found that certain ants could be taken out 
of anest and kept two i years; 
on returning them to the nest from which 
they came they would be cordially received 
and “old chums” would crowd around them 
as if their home-coming was a matter of 
much interest. 

If, however, Prof. Bethe put strange ants 
in this nest the strangers would be at- 
tacked and driven out or killed, 

When young ants were taken from a cer- 
tain nest they would be received in a friend- 
ly manner at any subsequent time; whereas 
young ants from another nest—even when 
the ants belonged to the same tribe—would 
be promptly ejected. 

After two years, however, the ant memory 
seems to lag. Prof. Bethe found that ants 
were not recognized by their friends if so 
long a period were allowed to elapse. 
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The power of ants to recognize 
friends is due, it is said, to a peculiar scent 
which each ant possesses. When this odor 
wears off the ant loses his identity, as it 
were. 
' Most ants keep cows. These cows consist 
of insects belonging to the genus aphidae 
or plant lice. They are small, round, pulpy 
little creatures of sluggish habits. Their 
eyéé are large and cowlike, -Some aphidae 
are Diack, others red, green or some other 
colof, 

When an dnt finds an aphi of suitable size 
it taps it several times on the back with its 
antennae or feelers. This causes the aphis 
to give out a species of milk which the ant 
quickly devours. ‘ 

Ants build little sheds of leaves over these 
insects and keep other insects from dis- 
turbing them. Portions of leaves are 
brought to the aphis by the owner and it 
is fed and well cared for so long as it is 


fit for milking. 
The conduct of the ant in its care of the

Sir John Lubbock records that in many 


ant nests are to be found certain tiny in- 
sects, much smaller than the ants, which 
seem to bear to the ants the same relation 
which domestic pets do to man, 

These little insects run about among the 
ants, do no work, and follow. their own 
bent-in indulging in pastimes. The young 
ants associate mostly with these insects. 
They have been observed at games which 
resemble hide-and-seek. 

The little insect technically called the 
stenamamma woodwoden, a wood insect, 
goes into the nest of the red ant and be- 
comes a dog of the tribe. They are often 
seen riding on the backs of the red ants as 
if in play. 

Ant nests are at times very large. A spe- 
cles in South Africa builds its mound from 
12 to 15 feet high. Lubbock mentions that 
ants bulld fine roads leading to these 


mounds. 
The interiors are hollowed out in hexago- 
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nal shaped compartments, communicating 
with each other by many passages, which 
are models of constructive ability. 


Ants seem to be acquainted with the prin- 
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ciple of the arch; often their roofs are 

Supported by this architectural device. 
Many ant vil'ages bury the dead in ceme- 

teries on the outskirts of the mounds. When 


an ant dies two or more ants bear the body. 
followed by a train of mourners. The de- 
ceased is buried in an excavated grave. | 
Dr. Gredier of Boston tells how he 
watched a train of ants extract sugar from 
a glass on a ledge above the window. 
A string was the only means the ants had 
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of reaching the glass. After passing up and 
down the string with grains of sugar for 
several hours the ants finally deputed four 
of their number to stay in the glass and 
shovel the sugar over the rim. This saved 
many trips up and down the string. The 
ants on the window sill picked up the graing 
and made off. with them, finally emptying 
the glass. 

Prof. Leuckart tells how he attempted to 
prevent ants from getting down out of a 
tree by surrounding the base with tobacco 
water. The ants, with captured insects in 
their mouths, came down the tree and found 
their exit cut off. They dropped their bur- 
dens in the water, and when a pontoon had 
been made, crossed dry shod. 

Tar was next placed around the tree. The 
ants resorted to the same device and es- 
caped, but did not return to that tree. 

The forming of the pontoon bridges here 
narrated is similar to the instance spoken 
of by Capt. Dreyfus in his diary. 

Studies have been made of the weight- 
lifting powers of ants. They have held 
strings on their nippers on the ends of 
which would be weights of from five to ten 
thousand times their own weight. 


If a man 150 pounds in weight could lift 
2s much as an ant in proportion to his size 
his capacity would be 1,500,000 pounds. 
There are more than 1000 species of ants 
? known. Darwin proved that they have been 
, the principal agents in bringing about 
cress fertilization in flowers by running 
from plant to plant and carrying the pollen 
or fructifying element. Ants have thus 
brought into the world thousands of planis 
and flowers which would not otherwise ex- 
ist.

T. LOUISANS who attend the Pan- 
American Exposition at Buffalo will 
find a very interesting and attractive 
Gisplay there from the 8t. Louis public 
echools. 

The exhibits have all been selected and 
will be shipped in a few days to Dr. Pea- 
body, the superintendent of the educational 
Gepartment, to be placed in position. 

In general, the exhibit will follow the 
lines of the display that carried off a prize 
at the Paris Exposition. But it will be 
more complete and will be altogether new. 

Each article displayed will bear the name 
of the pupil who designed or constructed 
it and the echool he or she attends, so 
there will be a personal interest in the dis- 
Play for every St. Loulsan who numbers 
@ public school pupil among his family. 

Nearly every school will be represented in 
the display. The contributions for the dis- 
play were purely voluntary, no school or 
pupil being compelled to contribute. 

Supt. F. Louis Soldan and his assistants 
Spent several days in inspecting, classify- 
ing and selecting the exhibits after the 
work of the schools was sent in to the board 
of education headquarters. Assistant gy- 
perintendent Ben Blewett says that nearly

It 
will also contain picturas of the newest 
school buildings and sections thereof, show- 
ing their modern construction, etc. Build- 
ing Commissioner Ittner of the board of 
education has had the latter work in 
charge, and he has gathered together a 
very attractive array of photographs, in- 
cluding some of the new Eugene Field 
School. one of the most finely equipped 
and thoroughly up-to-date school buildings 
in the country. 

The kindergarten exhibit has been pre- 
pared by Miss Mary C. McCulloch, who is 
the supervisor of kindergartens, and it will 
consist of samples of folding, weaving and 
original design work by the kindergarten 
pupils. There are some surprisingly clever 
exhibits in this display. 

The drawing exhibit will be one of tha 
most attractive features of the entire dis- 
play. It consists of work in pencil, brush 
and ink and water colors from the first 
grade through the High School. It com- 
prises studies from still life, from nature, 
from animal life and from the human 
figure. It also comprises studies in com- 
position and design and exhibits of con- 
structive design. 

That is the technical way in which Mrs. 
Matilda E. Riley, the drawing supervisor 
of the board of education, describes the ex- 
hibit. A casual observer of the drawing ex- 
hibit is impressed with the wealth of color 
in the various exhibits, and the remarkably 
proficient work of the children of the lower 
grades, as well as the exceptionally at- 
tractive products of the boys and girls of 
the High School. 

The artistic cleverness of the public 
school children is one of the striking im- 
pressions one receives from a general view 
of the display. It is evident on all sides. 
A notable illustration of this is found in 
the original designs which grace the title 
pages of the exercise beoks on clase enh. 
jecta, On each cover is an appropriate 
silhouette in addition to a printe. CA pemse® 
tion of the contents of the volume. 

Many of these books will be shown in the 
fourth unit—that for the display of gen- 
eral school work.

Geography, arithmetic, literature, history 
and science. Each book has a separate 
flexible cover, appropriately inscribed, and 
bearing the name and the school of the 
author. 

These booklets will be placed on the tables 
and in the drawers of the units of space, 
Even then it wil be impossible to show 
them all at onetime. So Mr. Blewett 
has arranged to place about 150 of them on 
exhibition at the beginning, and, after a 
few months, to replace some of them and 
continue this plan until all are shown be- 
fore the exposition closes. 

The display of general school work will 
comprise writen exercises in all the work 
of the schools—that is, all the subjects of 


study of the different classes. Class ex- 
ercises will be shown as well as individual 
exercises, 

An attractive portion of these exercises 
will be displayed on the wall cabinets. 
The work will be shown on pieces of heavy 
cardboard of a pretty drab shade. These 
pieces of cardboard are 22 by 2 inches 
each. There will be 128 of. them in the 
display, and on each piece of cardboard 
four exercises or exhibits will be shown. 

These pleces of work represent all the 
grades. The first efforts of the child in 
the primary classes will be displayed along 
with the work of his brothers and sisters in 
the top grade.

There are six of these schools. 

Or, rather, there are six manual training 
centers, as they are officially known. The 
seventh and eighth-grade pupils in all the 
schools attend the school nearest them 
which has been designated as a manual! 

The boys 
taught woodwork and . mechanical 
branches and the girls are instructed in 
needlework and other domestic branches.

It has not 
shice been used to any extent, and this pe- 
riod 6f disuse has given the government an 
opportunity to construct quite a number of 
the new buildings. The improvements are 
not wholly complete at this time, but they 
are almost so, and the present spring will 
see the work concluded. 

The government tract upon which Jeffer- 
Son Barracks is located has an area of 
1702.44 acres. On the south end is a national 
cemetery, in which are the graves of 11,762 
persons buried from the’ barracks. The 
Sreater portion of these died with disease: 
very few were slain in battle. 

During the civil war Jeffe rson Barracks 
became one of the principal hospitals of the 
Federal army, and great numbers of the 
sick and wounded were sént there. The post 
was easily accessible by. water or rail. This 
enabled the armies in Missouri and the cen- 
tral Seuth to send many Of their invalids 
and wp to Jeffefson Barracks for care, and 
many of these:died en route or after ar- 
rival. Of the total number of graves In the 
cemetery, 2906’ of them are the resting 
places of unknowns. There are no larfre 
monuments, and none of the celebrated 
Warriors are buried there. — 

Small as it was when compared with the 
new post, the old Jefferson Barracks had 
iis name and fame. Almost every noted mil- 
itary man of the regular army in the last 
® years spent some portion of his time at 
Louis post, and in the early days 
it was a scene of gaiety for the fashionable 
people of the city.
